Allied troops maintained progress east of the Piave, and have 
taken over 15,000 prisoned. 
Italians, British and French seriously 
threaten the important railroad points at Coneglino and Oderzo and 
two of the three railway lines supporting the Austro-Hungarians an 
the Piave front. 
On the western front in France heavy fighting is virtually at a 
standstill from Le Cateau to the Dutch frontier, from the Oise to 
east of the Meuse al'ied pressure continues, 
with 
gains 
for 
the 
French between the Oise and Serre. 


An intense artillery duel is in progress on the American front 
northwest of Verdun. 
While the allies have thrown 
forces across the Piave on a front 
of thirty miles, the heaviest fighting has been on a front of seven 
miles from Coneglino and Oderzo. where the Italians 
and 
British 
have advanced more than three rn ties, making a formidable wedge 
across the river. 
The allies are within two miles of Coneglino and 
Oderzo. 


Along the Piave south of Oderzo there has been little fighting, 
but the allied advance in the north would tend to force 
Austrians 
to evacuate the lowlands of the Lower Piave. 
Apparently the allied thrust in the mountain zone between

Piave and Brenta w c-e feints for the purpose of attracting the at

Took 15,000 Prisoners. 
Italian Headquarters On the Piave Monday, Oct. 23.— By the As­ 
sociated Press.— Fifteen thousand prisoners have been taken by the 
British, Italians and French up to late today, in the advance across 
the Piave, which for the third tim e in one year is the scene of a 
desperate battle. 
This time the tables are turned against the Austrians, who are 
steadily being pressed back from the eastern bank of the river. 
I he 
jackie now has been going on for five days and has been marked by 
desperate resistance of the Austrians. 
They have directed their ar­ 
tillery fire against pontoon bridges thrown across 
the 
Piave 
and 
their bombing airplanes also have caused trouble for the allies. 
Tile 
allies not only had to battle the swift river current, but also contend 
with the renewal of foot and pontoon bridges bombarded by the Aus­ 
trians.

London, Oct. 29.— Turkey has independently presented peace pro­ 
posals to the entente nations, according to a report from Constan­ 
tinople, forwarded by the correspondent at Copenhagen of the Ex­ 
change Telegraph company. 
The negotiations are 
expected 
to 
end 
soon, it was added. 


Basel, Oct. 29 (By the Associated Press).— Austro-Hungary, in no­ 
tifying President Wilson that it is ready to enter upon peace nego­ 
tiations and arrange an armistice, asks President Wilson, in its reply 
to him, to begin overtures on the subject. 
The Austro Hungarian foreign minister instructed the Austro-Hun­ 
garian minister at Stockholm yesterday to ask the Swedish govern­ 
ment to send the following note tc the Washington government: 
“In reply tc the note of President Wilson of the 18th (19?) of 
this month, addressed to the Austro-Hungarian government and giving 
the decision cf Hie president to speak directly with the Ausiro-Hun- 
gaaian government on the question of an armistice and of peace, the 
Austro-Hungarian government has the honor to declare that, equally 
with the preceding proclamations of the president, it adheres also to 
the same point of view contained in the last note upon the rights of 
the Austro-Hungarian peoples, especially those of the Czecho-Siovaks 
and the Jugo-Slavs. 
“Consequently, Austria-Hungary, accepting all the conditions the 
president has laid down for the entry into negotiations for an armis 
lice and peace, no obstacle exists, according to the judgment of the 
Austro-Hungarian government, to the beginning of these negotiations. 
“The Austro-Hungarian government declares itself ready, in con­ 
sequence, without awaiting the result of other negotiations, to enter 
into negotiations upon peace between Austria-Hungary and the states 
in the opposing group and for an immediate armistice upon ail Austro- 
Hungarian fronts. 
“It asks President Wilson to be so kind as to begin overtures on 
this subject.” 
The Austrian note is dated October 28 at Vienna and is signed 
by Count Julius Andrassy, the new foreign minister.
